b The utility of claſſical diſtinctions is almoſt 
I 1 acknowledged; yet nothing is more 
difficult than to make ſuch an arrangement as 
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ſhall meet with univerſal approbation. It will, 
however, be acknowledged ſufficient for every uſe- 
ful purpoſe, if we can with preciſion aſcertain the 
name and nature of a diſeaſe, although we ſhould 
not perfectly agree as to its proper place in a Syſ- 
tem of Noſology. Having once formed his diag- 
noſis, the ſkilful practitioner will next proceed 
to inveſtigate, where it is poſſible, the proximate 
cauſe of the diſeaſe; and where that is not to be 
diſcovered, he will pay particular attention both 
to the occaſional and to the prediſpoſing cauſe. 
In all theſe inveſtigations the younger ſtudents 
will, I truſt, receive ſome aſſiſtance from the 
Compendium now preſented to the public; and 
with a moderate ſhare of penetration will be en- 
abled, in moſt caſes, to determine what are the 
molt judicious indications to effect a cure. 


For the Compendium of Therapeutics I have 
been indebted principally to Drs. Duncan, 
Whytte, Cullen, Elliot, Berkenhout ; and for 
ſome of the moſt efficacious formula, I muſt ac- 
knowledge my obligation to Dr. NANKIVELL, 
whole fame is too well eſtabliſhed in our metro. 
polis to need any eulogium from my pen. 
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Should this little work meet with acceptance 
among either the ſtudents in our hoſpitals, or 
the medical practitioners in country villages, I 
ſhall think myſelf well rewarded for my trouble.
